LONDON, October 
It fs reported that Great Britain is parieying 
with the Powers to take common action for the. 
protection of thelr combined subjects in Chins, 
and for the eventual stoppage of the conflict 


between China and Japan.

TRE NAVAL FIGHT OFF THE 
FALOO.

The following Interesting account of the 
‘engagement between the Chinese and Japanese 
Squadrons, from an officer who was present, 
aopeared in a recent Isaua of the WV, C. Datly 
News:— . 

The fleet was ordered to convoy the transports 
from Tallenhwan to the Yaloo. On aniving at 
Tallenhwan {t learned of the Chinese defeat at 
Ping-yang, hence the haste to get the troops 
acrese. On atrlving off tho Yaloo on the after. 
Boon of the 16th, the trangports were sent inside 


with orders to disembark thelr troops with the |. 


fatmost speed, the fleet anchoring ten miles 
outside the harhoor. It conelsted of ten ships 
the Tingyusn, Chtnyuens CAthyuen, Chingyuen, 
Latynen, Kingyuen, Chaoyung, Yangwet 
Tityuen, and Kuangchta. @ Pingyuen, 
Kuangping, and two ganbonts were detached ta 
guard the harbour entrance. This was the 
prsition uottl the moroing of the 17th, when 
smoke waa seen at 10 o'clock. and recogalaed to 
come from the Japanese flect. At noon we 
made ont twelve ships end steamed in 
the direction of the enemy. At five miles 
distance we distingulshed the ships according 
to thelr types. They approached In column 


of divisions Ifoc abead, disposed abeam ; |’ 


coming closer, they tried to form abreast, speed 
seven knots, Firlng was commenced by the 
Tingyuen at about 0.40 p.m,, range 5 700 yards, 
The concussion of the first discharge threw 
every one off the bridge. When ‘closer, the 
Japanese appeared to form quarter line, which 
the Chinese answered by turning two points to 
starboard, whereby they kept thelr bows to the 
enemy. Approaching within 4.400 yards, the 
whole Japunese fleet seemed to tarn eight polnts 
to port, thereby forming single Ifne ahead, 
steaming’ across our ioe, turolog our starboard 
wing. While the fleet was pettlng into form- 
atton, the Chaoyung and Yanewel, being slow 
In taking station, were disastropaly exposed to 
tbe encmy's fire, and in consequence ore of 
them commenced to burn: On the port wing 
the 7slyuen acd Awangciia occopled a similar 
sitton behind the jing, and the Japancie steam- 
ng round at five. thousand yards cut off the 
Tstyuen and Xwangchia, which were stil! 
keeping touch with the fleet. They soon fell 
back, and nothfhg more was'seen of these two 
during the actlon, and they escaped unburt. 
Unable to keep pace with the enemy, our alm 
was to lollow the Japanese movements, keeping 
posttion with our bow tothe enemy, they circling 
round and maintaining a heavy bombardment of 
the Chinese fleet. The thick of the fight was 
borne by the six ships of the Yuen class, includ- 
Ing the two fronclad: 
completed one circle,- hauled off to 8,000 yards, 
and went through an evolution with the object 
of separating Into two divi , the first consist. 
lng of the seven best-kno wift cralsers, the 
second of five {nferlor ships which stond off some 
distance. Now the CArhywen left the line, steer- 
{ng across our bow, making stralght for « 
Japanese, which sank ; the Xingyuen followed, 
and then thelr espective sister ships, The battle 
then arranged Itself in groups, the four cruisers 
becoming engaged with the second diviiion, the 
two fronclads with the first division, The 
fightlng with the second division was frregular 
and difficult to follow, and ended with the 
{epinese disappearing towards tho island of 
‘angtao, The fight between the first division’, 
id the Chinese fronclads was carried on by the 
Japanese circling round at a distance of 4,400 
yards, the 7ingywen and Chdényuen keeping 
owlog the enemy's movements 

{n-a amaller chele, the whole takiog 2 spiral 
form’, Occasfonally the distance dimintshed to 
2,000, and once to 1,300 yards, The alm of the 
Japanese was to keep the ‘@latance long, making 
the most of thelr auperlor speed and thelr quick- 
firing guns, in which thelr armament vastly 
excelled the Chinese. Our object was to get 
close quarters with our slow-firine guns of great 
calibre. Wenow observed the CAtAyuen suddenly 
heel over and sink in a few minutes, probably 
from a chance shot from the enemy's first 
division,. We saw the Kingywen and Lalyuen 
on fire, and the CAavyune and Fanewes far off 
towards the shove, with the CAéagyuen in the 
same direction, ding continued between the 
the Japanese first division 

until neatly five, the quick-firing guon giving the 
latter an Immense advantage, scattering showers 
of splinters, settling the ships frequently on fire, 
nédiiog everything not protected. We saw 
during the action one small Japanese with her 
two propellers in the air and her bow nearly 
under, and another badly on fire, apparently 
anking, The Yoshino and Matsushima ‘were 


| Daming, the former badly, After receiving two 


shots each from the 7siywen and Chanyuen, the 
Yoshino, enveloped tn a cloud: of white smoke, 
was lying heavily on the water which was com- 
pletely covering the ship. We waited for the 
cloud to clear, having our port guns ready, bat 
before the Yoshino became visible, our firing 
-was diverted by ship of the Sfatsushima type 
coming on at a distance of 3,200 yards on the

burn, Whether these three recelved mortal 
Injury Is uncertain.
